A representative of the News paid 
Mr Brown a visit in nis shantyhoat 
one day last week and had an boar's 
pleasant conversation with him.daring 
which he learned much aliout his life 
as a riverman and some of his eccen- 
tricities Mr. Brown has acquired 
the larger part of his education from 
experience and, in conversation, im- 
presses one with his simple and yet 
instructive expressions When be tells 
a story he throws his whole aoal in- 
to his words and bis face beams with 
pleasure at the telling. 

Mr. Brown has had an experience 
as varied, perhaps, as that of any riv- 
erman in the country. He is an adept 
i n two trades, that of boat carpenter, 
and sh:p vard carpenter and he has 
served at various times as mate, car- 
penter and watchman on a large nam 
ber of lioata. He has also spent sever- 
al years railroading and in this way 
came into possession of the small 
fortune at bis command In 1*7'.» he 
saw his first service on the Ohio river 
as fireman on the nauiorr, one of the 
American Cannel Coal Company's 
ooats, at which time he was learn- 
ing the engineer's trade.
